Former Farm Editor 


Mr. Cobb is a familiar figure to Ar- 


kansas farmers. He was well known 
to them first as editor of the South- 
ern Ruralist and as associate editor of 
the Progressive Farmer and Southern 
Rualist, prior to his appointment as 
chief of the cotton section, AAA. Mr 
Cobb is a native of Mississippi, where 
as a school teacher he took an active 
part in establishing the teaching nf 
agriculture in high schools. 
He has 


long been a popular speaker at Ar- 
kansas farm meetings, having ap- 
peared on Farmers' Week programs at 
Fayetteville and at the visiting days 
of the Main and Branch Experiment 
Stations of the University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agriculture. Mr. Cobb 
will discuss the part which farm or- 
ganizations may play in the future of 
the soil conservation program. 


The need for farm organization in 


Arkansas will be discussed by Dean 
Gray, an active leader in Arkansas 
agricultural -affairs since he first be- 
came dean of the college in 1923. As 
dean and director, ho is in charge of 
the touching, experiment stations, and 
Extension Service activities 
of the 


college. Dean Gray returned last year 
from a 12-month leave of absence to 
direct the program of the Land Policy 
Section, AAA, in this region, includ- 
ing the states of Oklahoma, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, Texas, and Mississippi. 
A native of Missouri, he came to the 
college of Agriculture from the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, where he 
was dean and director 
of" the Col- 


lege of Agriculture. 


Slalc President 


The work of the Farm Bureau in 


Arkansas will be related by J. F. Tom- 
pkins, president of the State Federa- 
tion .since it was first organized. Mr 
Tompkins i.s a native of Alabama. 
When he first came to Arkansas he 
was manager of the Three-State Lum- 
ber company, and is now a large cot- 
ton planter 


The meeting here is to be one of 


four meetings to be held 
the same 


week by the Arkansas Farm Bureau 
Federation. The other meetings will 
be held at Clarksvillc on May 19. Pine 
Bluff on May 21, and at Newport on 
May 22. 


Farm Bureaus are now organized in 


70 counties of the state, and these muss 
meetings, each of theml expected to 
attract more than 5,000 farmers, arc- 
part of a'' membership drive expected 
to bring total enrollment in the state 
up to 10,000 by July 1, according to 
Waldo Frasier, executive secretary of 
the State Federation.

WASHINGTON—Most spectacular of 


all activities of Uie. ambitious Re- 
settlement AdminisTration is its pro- 
gram for "greenbelt" suburban re- 
settlement communities. 


There it would re-house thousands 


of city) families in rural surround- 
ings at low cost and under conditions 
more idealistic than any ever before 
planned on such a mass scale in this 
country. 


Whether or not you concede that ;thc 


federal government has any business 
demonstrating the feasibility of such 
projects while carrying out its work 
relief program, you can't help admit 
they're interesting. 


These communities, government ex- 


perts say, probably represent the best 
and most carefully planned develop- 
ment of land for homes ever begun 
taking into account the assurance thai 
they will be permanently protected 
from encroachments. 


Four of them will be developed in 


the present 
program: Greenbelt, at 


Berwyn, 
Md.. 
near 
Washington 


Grecnbrook. at Boundbrook, N. J. 
Grecnliills, outside Cincinnati; ond 
Greenclale, at Milwaukee.

The ob- 
jectives are good housing and a heal- 
thy environment at minimum cost for 
families which now can afford only 
sub-standard homes.

and home ownership in 1931. Relief of 
slum congestion is a primary objec- 
tive. Surban land can be bought much 
cheaper than slum real estate and in 
wide tracts it offers far better oppor 
tunily for scientific planning. 


The "greenbelt'' is u protective area 


of fanning and forest land, perhaps 
half a mile wide, which surrounds the 
community. Farmers operating there 
will sell their produce inside the belt 
to the community dwellers, und there 
will be garden plots available for those 
among the latter who want to raise 
their own vegetables.

The safest plan 
is not to permit numb-sucking to any 
degree which will indicate that it is 
apt to become an established habit. 


All sorts of devices have been de- 


veloped to cure a child of the hagit. 
One of the simplest methods is to 
wrap some adhesive tape 
lightly 


around the thumb. This makes the 
sucking Somewhat disagreeable and, 
With tt good many babies, will prove 
to be sufficient to break the habit.

The people in the revival Tuesday 


night were thrilled by the Baptist 
Men's quartet, which sang two num- 
bers: "Give Me Thy Heart," and "Pass 
Me Not, O Gentle Saviour." They 
Will King again in the revival Thurs- 
day night. 


Dr. Fife preached a thrilling ser- 


mon on "Seven Detours to Hell." In 
the course of his sermon he said: 


"My text tonight says: "Broad is 


the gate. nnd broad is (he way and 
many there be that go in there at, fort 
straight Is the gate and narrow is the 
way that leacleth unto life and few 
there be thnt find it. Jesus never 
promised that all would be saved. He 
said that only a few would be saved— 
rare souls with fnlh in Jesus to hang 
the lantern of hope in the darkness 
of the tomb and bring life and im- 
mortality to light through the gospel. 


"God never prepared hell and de» 


struction for you. He is not willing 
that any should perish but that all 
should' conie to repentance. Out on 
the mountains, coming here, I often 
saw danger signs: 'Sleep hill,' 'Go into 
second gear' nnd 'Dangerous when 
wet.' If 1 had not attended at once I 
remember one place where I would 
have gone through a barrier and drop- 
ped hundreds of feet before I would 
ever have hit even a rock or a tree. 
So, God hns set up all these warnings 
for our protection but 
if. we burst 


through them but-eyed, we are as 
sure to land upside down in hell and 
destruction as that God made fire 
in volcanoes and water pours over 
Niagara. 


"The first detour God has set up 


is the Bible. It still is true. It is 
still God's Word. It still warns of sin. 
It still is the only book which holds 
(he answer to the heart-aches and 
problems of this old sip-cursed world. 
It still holds the only answer for (he 
lives of bad children. It still is the 
only book that holds all the wisdom 
God put into it and tells God's plan 
of salvation. 


Here the evangelist paid n glowing 


tribute to (he Bible. 


"Tho next dotuor to hell is n moth- 


er's prayers. If you go on to destruc- 
tion, brother, you go over the highosl 
barriers of mother's prayers this ok 
town ever threw across the path o: 
men who have set their faces for de- 
struction, closed their eyes and deaf- 
ened their ears. Tbis revival is God's 
last warning thrown across the path ol 
sinful men and women—God's lasl 
warning before he closes the door of 
salvation on your life and on a cleai 
sky. Don't forget, bud, that God did- 
n't close tho door of that ark in the 
rain. He closed it on a clear sky and 
those men stayed in there seven lonf 
days before there was ever a cloud 
in a sky. 


"Tlie next detour is a Sunday schoo' 


teacher. I had two in my boyhood 
days that 1 can never forget. Mrs 
Hisey and Mrs. Ella Hamm. They 
came through sunshine and rain. ] 
have seen Mrs. Hamm come in un ok 
open buggy with her eyes frov.cn shui 
and we would get her out of the 
buggy and into the church where she 
would thaw out and then get so she 
could teach and talk. I asked a young 
preacher, for whom I 
held 
three 


meetings, why we always had such 
big success and he said: 'Dr. Fife, 1 
hove baptized 750 people in your three 
meetings. Here is the secret: I have 
52 teachers in my 
Sunday school 


There isn't a one in the outfit that 
drinks any liquor, plays any cards 01 
runs to any dances or road houses. 
When they stand up before these 
classes, they have power. They are 
clean and above criticism and these 
young people KNOW THAT." 


"But 
if ho had had n bunch of gin- 


fi/./.lin, dope-using old brothers and 
sisters who get in home at daylight 
before Sunday .school 
on 
Sunday, 


they would have taught a lesson like 
this: Now what is our lesson this 
morning? And what did Moses say'.' 
And what did the calf say? Now what 
i.s there- of spiritual truth in this les- 
son this morning? No wonder the 
church wanders in the wildfcrness 
with such u bunch of hypocrites to 
show the way. They are forever the 
blind leading the blind and they both 
fall into the ditch together. 


"Another detour is a revival of re- 


ligion. Prejudice against a revival is 
born of ignorance and of the devil." 
lust here Dr. Fife asked all who 
joined the churches in a revival to 
stand, it looked like almost the en- 
tire audience which packed the church 
jot up en masse. "Now don't ever tell 
no that revivals are a failure and that 
icopk- who join in revivals don't 
.tick. The devil put such stuff into 
nen's hearts and never was a blacker 
ie ever put into the hearts of profess- 
ng Christians. I know

,- Certain industralists came to Wash- 
ington in .the early days of RA, seek- 
ing construction of projects near their 
factory towns. They frankly admitted 
that if they could get their workers 
well housed at low cost, it would dis- 
courage requests for higher wages and 
union organization. 
: Resettlement officials think they're 
avoiding any possibility of subsidizing 
low wages by choosing high wage 
cities with diversified industries and 
leasing homes instead of selling. 


Some Subsidy Likely 


In all probability there will be an 


element of subsidy in these "green- 
belt 
communities." Nobody 
knows 


how much the government wil Ispend 
over and above what it can collect. 
Nor can anyone be sure how much 
rent Resettlement families wil lhave 
to pay. 


The community residents also will 


be unable to tax big industrial and 
commercial properties to hel psupport 
their schools, sewers, playgrounds, and 
other community facilities.
